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OUT OF A GIRL'S DIARY 


Most girls’ diaries contain secrets that are not available to the general public. 
Some of our girls here in the office, however, keep diaries from which they occasion- 
ally remind us how the status of the work compares with that of a year ago. One such 
entry shows that last year we began writing copy for Volume 1 of the Type and Pro- 
duction Year Book on May 12, 1945. On March 29, 1946, the electric typewriters whirred 
into action with the first pages of copy for Volume 2. We expect to be listening to their 
steady hum for the next several weeks. 


We are pleased with the comparison which finds the girls ready for this big an- 
nual job over six weeks earlier than they were last year. They have accomplished this 
progress in the face of an ever increasing volume of business. 


Volume 1, which covered a nine months’ period in Advanced Registry due to the 
change in the official testing year, contained 1732 records made under Advanced Regis- 
try rules. There were 3060 such records computed during the Volume 2 year. 





Volume 1 contained Herd Test records on 539 herds and 13118 cows. For the 
Volume 2 year records were reported on 681 herds and 16396 cows. And the number 
shows no sign of leveling off. At this writing there are 975 herds and 23431 cows in 
the Herd Test. We say “at this writing” advisedly, because tomorrow the figures will 
be larger. 


In 1944 we classified 10816 animals in 520 herds. In 1945 the number was 11957 
animals in 632 herds. Ail signs point toward the heaviest Herd Classification year in 
history for 1946. Right now applications are in for inspection of 3899 head during the 
next two months, almost double the monthly average for 1945. 


Coupled with the material increase in business there has been the handicap of 
shortage of space, desks, chairs, typewriters, calculating machines, filing cabinets, and 
help that is typical of the whole country, as most of you are aware. 


All things considered, we feel that the girls in your National Association office 
have done a splendid job to have made this progress during the past year. We are 
proud to pay them this tribute.

THE BOVINE UDDER 


Dairymen, do you ever stop 
to ponder the wonder of the 
bovine udder? It is the highest 
developed mammary gland of 
any of the mammals. The udder 
of the mature cow weighs from 
10 to 35 pounds, exclusive of 
blood and milk. Udders vary 
in size and shape, depending 
upon the amount of secreting 
tissue and stage of lactation. 
The fluid capacity of the udder 
of a high-producing cow may 
be as great as 50 pounds. 


The shape of the udder is 
very important from the stand- 
point of health. Care should be 
used in selecting herd sires and 
brood cows from families with 
udders well attached and nor- 
mal size teats well spaced. Ud- 
ders which become pendulous 
are more likely to become in- 
jured. This condition may be 
aggravated by the weight 
and stretching effect of larger 
amounts of milk. However, 
heredity and a _ predisposing 
weakness are the most important 
causes. A_ well-shaped udder 
extends well forward in order 
to take advantage of all avail- 
able space. The posterior at- 
tachments should be high and 
wide. 


The size of the udder does 
not necessarily define the amount 
of milk a cow is capable of 
producing. It should, however, 
be large enough to contain all 
the miik accumulated in the ud- 
der prior to milking. The size 
and shape of the teat are im- 
portant from the angle of milk 
extraction and teat injury. They 
should be of sufficient size to be 
grasped well by the milker’s 
hand and to fit well into the 
teat-cup. Cows with abnor- 
mally shaped teats may be dif- 
ficult milkers. 


Symmetrical and well-shaped 
udders are usually an indication 
of health. Udders that have 
been injured or diseased will be 
likely to have short or weak 
quarters as a result of a part 
of the secreting tissue being 
destroyed. Healthy udders not 
only produce better but they 
milk better. 

Dairymen, it is to your ad- 
vantage to raise and _ select 
cows with healthy, well-shaped 
udders.

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DHIA Record Policy 


A Preliminary Report on Problems of the Official Use 
of DHIA Records—By M. S. PRESCOTT 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America in June 1945, 
a committee was appointed to study 
the problem of making greater use 
of DHIA records in the progress of 
our breed. This committee consists 
of M. S. Prescott, Chairman, and 
Directors Shaw, Buth and Stewart, 
and Prof. Floyd Johnston of Ames. 
Several meetings have been held, 
information gathered and many prob- 
lems encountered. To bring out 
helpful discussion and give the mem- 
bership a general idea of the lines 
along which committee members 
have been thinking, the following 
preliminary report by the chairman 
has been prepared for publication in 
the World. 

Up to the present time, the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica has officially made no use what- 
ever of DHIA records. The Associa- 
tion position has been that as it had 
no part in the supervision of these 
records, it could not properly give 
them any sort of recognition; that to 
de so would place the Association, in 
effect, in the position of certifying to 
the correctness of records about 
which they had no knowledge. There 
has been, of course, some academic 
basis for this position. 

In the meantime, the Association 
has gone along with the development 
of the Herd Test, and the progress 
has been steady. At the end of 1945, 
when the Herd Test was in its 18th 
year, the number of breeders en- 
rolled was over 900. It is well meet- 
ing its purpose of providing breeders 
a systematic opportunity for perma- 
nent recording of herd performance 
year after year as a basis of better 
breeding and herd management, and 
the proving of sires and cow families. 
The cost is moderate. Its emphasis 
was originally intended to be placed 
upon the whole herd performance. At 
the outset, no provision was even 
made for individual cow certificates, 
yet by a process of natural evolution 
and usefulness to breeders, the Herd 
Test is gradually giving more and 
more attention to the records of in- 
dividual cows. The Board of Direc- 
tors voted at its December 1945 
meeting, full approval of a program 
of publicizing individual records in 
HIR, the same as has long been done 
im the case of AR records. 

Yet with all of its advantages, the 
Herd Test still falls far short of 
— in the extent of its use by 

ers of registered Holsteins. We

are informed by Chief Reed, of the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, that some 
85,000 registered Holstein cows were 
on test in DHIA last year, about 
four times as many as are in the Herd 
Test. On the basis of number of 
breeders, a compilation of figures for 
the eight largest Holstein states 
show that over seven times as many 
registered Holstein herds are on test 
in DHIA as in Herd Test in those 
states. About 81% of all the herds 
in Herd Test are also members of 
their local DHIA because of the extra 
services it offers (as well as the de- 
sire to cooperate in worthy local 
projects). 

The Standard DHIA rules of super- 
vision are quite comparable with the 
Herd Test rules. There is some evi- 
dence, however, that the DHIA rules 
are not generally enforced so well in 
all details. Some states do a better 
job than others in this regard. Due 
to this lack of uniformity in super- 
vision, we are convinced that the 
Holstein-Friesian Association ought 
not to consider at this time the blan- 
ket acceptance and publication of all 
individual DHIA records in its per- 
manent year books. 

It is unrealistic, however, to dis- 
miss the matter at that point, with- 
out continuing the effort to find some 
way to make use of this great source 
of additional breed information. 


The committee has not yet crystal- 
lized its own thinking on this subject 
to the point of definite agreement 
upon a program to be recommended 
for consideration of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 


There is some thought that any 
extensive program in this direction 
would necessarily have to be post- 
poned until the office facilities can 
be expanded to render more prompt 
service in the present production 
testing departments. From this it is 
argued that the Herd Test can be 
readily expanded, as fast as the office 
ean accept additional herds, until 
it would cover as many registered 
herds as now figure in the Govern- 
ment compilations of sire records. 
Some strength is given to this posi- 
tion by the fact that at present, ac- 
cording to a statement by Chief 
Reed, only about 35% of the Hol- 
stein records in DHIA are being sent 
in to them for their sire analysis 
work. However, experience with rec- 
ords of Jersey cattle indicates that 
as soon as these DHIA records are 
utilized by the breed association the 
percentage reported to Washington 
tends to increase, due to the greater

interest taken by breeders in having 
it done. The Jersey figure at last 
report were about 55%. 


Proposals Under Consideration 

These specific proposals are now 
under consideration as a means of 
making a start in this direction: 


(1) Proved Sire Information. Many 
breeders make use of the proved sire 
information compiled by the U. S. 
Bureau of Dairy Industry and based 
at present upon 305-day lactation 
records in DHIA. We propose that 
our Association help to complete the 
Washington information by furnish- 
ing them all 305-day lactations com- 
pleted in Herd Test for inclusion in 
their figures. (The Ayrshire and 
Brown Swiss Associations are now 
doing this). They would replace the 
DHIA reports from herds doing both 
kinds of testing and would thus avoid 
duplication. With this more com- 
plete sire information available, we 
are considering the advisability that 
the Washington figures be lifted and 
preserved in our own year books, to 
take the place of our Index Compu- 
tations, These latter could then 
properly be discontinued. 


Bull Indexes are often unreliable 
and give a misleading and distorted 
valuation to sire information. They 
try to express too much in a simple 
figure. They are compiled in so many 
different ways that they cause hope- 
less confusion as to just what they 
represent. 


The committee feels that Bull 
Indexes should be discontinued in 
any event, without waiting for in- 
auguration of any new program in- 
volving DHIA records. 


(2) Use of DHIA Information. As 
a start on the use of DHIA informa- 
tion, it is proposed that new herds 
entering the Herd Test be granted 
the opportunity to submit their orig- 
inal DHIA herd record books for as 
far back as they may wish, from 
which lactation records of all mem- 
bers of such herds would be listed 
in the Green Book in the same man- 
ner as Herd Test records although 
separately identified as DHIA per- 
formances. This would give the of- 
fice the opportunuity to check over 
the records for arithmetical errors, 
ete., and would bridge the present 
gap for breeders who enter the Herd 
Test after years of DHIA testing. An 
alternative, and perhaps preferable 
procedure might be to limit this 
pick-up of past records to the daugh- 
ters of specified sires. This would 
preserve the most significant facts of 
these past records in DHIA. 


It is recognized that this is a lim- 
ited start, but it is a start which 
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would permit the Association to feel 
its way and base further action upon 
actual experience. 

The cost of handling these records 
should be borne by the breeders in 
substantially the same degree they 
now pay for the Herd Test records. 
The present Herd Test fees are $1.00 
per cow. These would perhaps rep- 
resent not over half as much: cost. 


Breeders Are Interested 

From a general discussion of plans 
along these suggested lines, by New 
York and Pennsylvania breeders at 
their recent annual state meetings, 
there appears to be very keen inter- 
est on the part of breeders to have 
the service of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America extended in 
this way. At the Pennsylvania meet- 
ing, the added thought was devel- 
oped, that whatever is done with the 
balance of the program, DHIA test- 
ing should be also considered as a 
measure of award in the production 
section of the Progressive Breeders’ 
Registry. If approved by the Board, 
that would not even need to wait for 
action on the adoption of the rest 
of the DHIA program nor the over- 
coming of the office obstacles now 
considered a factor against immedi- 
ate institution of any new programs. 


Other Angles 

The study of this problem has 
brought out many interesting angles. 
There is by no means unanimous 
thought among _ State Extension 
Dairymen in charge of DHIA work 
that it would be desirable to have 
these records given recognition and 
publication by the breed association. 
Some feel it would put undesirable 
pressure on the testing system, which 
was devised to provide an inexpensive 
form of testing primarily for the in- 
formation of the owner. They have 
played down publicity on individual 
records and herd averages for that 
reason. Also, they have suggested 


that it would defeat the primary 
purpose to publish all DHIA records, 
as the tendency of the breeders most 
in need of DHIA service would be to 
stay out until they felt they could 
make a creditable showing. Sugges- 
tions have been made that by as- 
sessing an additional fee of 50 cents 
a cow, 
would be able to provide sufficient 
check testing, etc., to make all DHIA 
records sufficiently reliable to just- 
ify acceptance and publication by the 
breed associations. Granting this as 
a desirable objective, the diversity 
of interests of grade and purebred 
owners in the same testing associa- 
tions, would seem to handicap the 
general approval of such a plan for 
adoption in the foreseeable future. 
Entry of purebred herds in the breed 
herd test would be much simpler 
and not much if any more expensive 
to the breeder. 

The committee has also given se- 
rious though to the possibility of 
making mass use of the data on reg- 
istered Holsteins reported from 
Standard DHIA to the U. S. Bureau 
of Dairy Industry. It would be pos- 
sible to station a clerk in the Wash- 
ington office to secure the complete 
data on individual records as they 
are reported. It might even be pos- 
sible to persuade the Bureau to col- 
lect full lactation records rather than 
just the first 305 days of each lacta- 
tion, so that lifetime records could 
be built up. The matter of cost is 
one that cannot be overlooked, as 
this procedure would provide no 
means of collecting fees from the 
breeders whose records were thus 
assembled for analysis and publi- 
cation. The idea merits the closest 
study. 

Summary 

In summary, we offer these spe- 
cific points for the consideration of 
our breeders, and invite discussion: 


the state testing authority . 


(1) That the official COMpiling of 
Sire Indexes be discontinueq forth. 
with, and their use discouraged, 

(2) That as soon as practicable 
our Association shall report to the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry al 305- 
day lactations completed in the Herd 
Test for their use in sire Proving 
work. 


(3) That as soon as the Wash- 
ington figures are thus expanded, 
our Association shall pick up and 
publish in our permanent recorg 
books all sire provings from the Bu- 
reau covering the work of registereg 
daughters of registered Holsteip 
sires. 


(4) That when these figures are 
available, our Association cease com. 
pilation of dam-daughter compari- 
sons but use instead the Washing. 
ton figures, thus effecting some gay. 
ing in office time. 


(5) That Standard DHIA records 
be recognized in the awarding of 
Progressive Breeders’ Registry. 


(6) That as soon as the office 
situation permits, our Association 
offer to all herds then in the Herd 
Test, and also those entering there- 
after, the privilege of submitting 
their completed original DHIA ree- 
ord books for as many years pre- 
ceding their entry into the Herd Test 
as they may wish, for publication of 
their complete record (or records 
of all daughters of specified sires) in 
the Green Book, with suitable identi- 
fication. Such records would be sub- 
ject to a re-check by the Association 
for arithmetical or other errors in 
computation, ai a reasonable charge 
per lactation. 


(7) That with this start, study be 
continued of means of making fur- 
ther use of DHIA records in the 
progress of the breed. 





New Champ. Senior 3-Yr.-Old (3X) 


Montvie Colleen Abbekerk, owned 
by J. J. E. MceCague, Alliston, Ont., 
has just broken the Canadian Rec- 
ord for butterfat production in the 
senior three-year-old class of the 
yearly division on three-times-a-day 
milking. She produced 22,182 lbs. 
milk containing 1,059 lbs. butterfat, 
average test 4.77 percent, as com- 
pared to the previous Canadian Rec- 
ord of 979 lbs. fat made by Spring- 
bank Snow Countess, owned by T. R. 
Dent, Woodstock, Ont., in 1924. Col- 
leen’s fat production also set a new 
North American record for the Hol- 
stein breed, replacing the U.S.A. 
cow, Queen Betsy Segis Ormsby, 
owned by W. J. Loufman. Homer- 
ville, O. ‘“‘Colleen’’ comes by her pro- 
ducing ability honestly, her four 
nearest dams all being noted pro- 
ducers. Her dam is a daughter of 
the famed Montvic Pathfinder and 
as a two-year-old made an Honor 
List record of 669 lbs. fat. She was 
well on her way to making what had 
every appearance of being a 900-lb. 
fat record as a four-year-old when 
she was lost with “hardware dis- 
ease’, Her dam was Montvic Rag 
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Apple Abbekerk who was Reserve 
Grand Champion at Ormstown and 
had a record of 886 lbs. fat. She in 
turn was by Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst and from the noted Oakhurst 
Colantha Abbekerk, twice Grand 
Champion at the Royal and All- 
American Aged Cow for 1927. Her 
record of 1,061 lbs. fat made her 
the second 1,000-lb. All-American. 
The four generations of cows from 
Oakhurst Colantha Abbkerk to Col- 
leen have an average yearly produc- 
tion of 918 lbs. fat. Montvie Colleen 
Abbekerk is a daughter of Emperor 
of Mount Victoria, and is his second 
to exceed 1000 Ibs. fat. 

In 1945 ‘Colleen’? completed an 
Honor List Record in the junior two- 
year-old class of 726 lbs. fat. She 
is due to calve shortly to the service 
of the “Extra’’ sire, Montvic Rag 
Apple Marksman. Indicative of her 
fine type is the fact that she was 
graded Very Good as a three-year- 
old. 

“Colleen” is not the only member 
of the Glenafton herd that has cur- 
rently completed a great record. In 
fact, hers is the third record of 


over 1000 lbs. fat just reported from 
this herd. The *Excellent cow, Hilda 
Countess De Kol, has finished her 
year on test wiht a record of 1,008 
lbs. fat from 24,871 lbs. milk on 
three-times-a-day milking. She was 
purchased by Mr. McCague for $2, 
025, the top price for a female at the 
George F. Drennan dispersal at Al 
liston in 1944, and was second prize 
Aged Cow at the 1944 Oakville 
Championship Show and was noll- 
inated for All-Canadian. 


The third 1000-lb. cow is Abbe 
kerk Dutchland Monogram, who gave 
1,002 lbs. fat from 24,147 Ibs. milk, 
average test 4.15 percent butter 
fat, in 365 days as a senior four 
year-old on three-times-a-day milk- 
ing. This is the third largest fat 
record ever made in Canada in this 
class. In addition, she has twice 
day milking records of 608 Ibs. fat 
as a two-year-old and 777 Ibs. fat 
as a junior three-year-old.

some animals will score 90 points or 
more and one of the Inspectors at 
least, believe that such an award can 
be safely made. 

Too much stress is probably placed 
on the “Excellent”? animals and not 
enough on the “Very Good” and 
“Good Plus” classes. These two 
groups constitute the larger ones and 
are playing a far larger part in herd 
improvement than all other classes 
combined. Any herd with a ‘‘Good 
Plus” average is superior to one with 
one or more ‘“Excellents’” and a 
larger number of animals in the 
lower brackets. 

The ‘‘Good’’ class in our breed is 
unfortunate in that the group in- 
cludes animals that score from 70 to 
79. In explanation, there is 10% 
spread in this group whereas there 
is only a 5% spread in the upper 
groups. It is rather difficult to ex- 
plain to the ringside that an animal 
slightly above ‘‘Fair’’ belongs in the 
same group with an animal only 
slightly below ‘“‘Good Plus.’’ Some of 
the other breeds, perhaps wisely, 
have only a 5% variation in the 
“Good” class, as they do in the 
higher classes. 

Pertaining to Preferred Sires 

Under classification, it is possible 
for any breeder who thinks he has 
an unusual sire with the required 
number of daughters to apply for a 
Silver Medal Sire rating. If the 
daughters of such a sire score above 
a certain general average and meet 
other requirements he becomes a Sil- 
ver Medal Sire for Type and if the 
daughters of a sire meet the required 
production under either A.R. or Herd 
Test he automatically becomes a Sil- 
ver Medal Sire for production. When 
such a sire meets both of the above 
requirements he becomes a Gold 
Medal Sire, which is the highest des- 
ignation possible. 


Cost of Classification 
There are several methods of 
classification available to breeders. 
First—Group Classification— In 


this case all females in the herd that 
have ever freshened and all males 
three years old and above are classi- 
fied. If there is a minimum of 225 
animals listed for classification with- 
in a week and within a given area the 
cost is One Dollar per head. This is 
by far the most important method 
and is used almost exclusively. 
Second — Partial . Classification— 
Under this method a breeder may 
have any number in his herd classi- 
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fied at the rate of $1.50 a head with, 
a minimum charge of $15.00 but 
with the understanding that in all 
herds the classifying inspector is re- 
quired to inspect all remaining ani- 
mals in the herds for ‘Fairs’ and 
“Poors,”’ or a breeder may have his 
entire herd classified under this sys- 
tem if there are not enough animals 
signed up to make a group classifica- 
tion of 225. When entire herds are 
classified the breeder has an estimate 
of the transmitting qualities of sires 
used, which is of inestimable value 
in future breeding plans. It also 
gives valuable information on cow 
families. 

Classification as an Educational 

Factor 

One of the inspiring features of 
classification is the increasingly large 
number of students and breeders who 
attend the public classifications and 
freely take part in the discussion. It 
is true that the time taken by the 
educational factor decreases’. the 
number of animals that may be class- 
ified in a day or week and adds to the 
work of the classifier but to some In- 
spectors, perhaps to all, it is vital 
and certainly one of the most satisfy- 
ing features of the work. 

The Human Side of Classification 

Classification has its human side 
which is very important. When an 
Inspector scores a herd of a hard- 


working breeder he must never be 
unmindful of the effort made by the 
breeder and his family and he should 
do all he can to inspire and encour. 
age and leave the breeder with a regj 
incentive to improve his herd, Jy 
such herds, as in all herds, the Ip. 
spector should and does place the 
animals as he sees them but it jg 
fully as important to emphasize the 
good points as to stress the poor Ones, 
There is never a place for sarcasm in 
classification work. 


In some of these herds an In- 
spector may find a group of unusual 
animals perhaps a great cow family, 
greater than the breeder realizes 
When this is true any inspector feels 
elation because he can conscient- 
iously leave the breeder with the as- 
surance that his strenuous labor and 
sound judgment have brought re. 
sults. 

Sportmanship 


On the whole, the Holstein breeder 
is a good sport and takes the place. 
ments of the Inspector without a 
whimper. On the other hand, there 
are a few breeders who have already 
placed their animals in their own 
minds and who seem to wish the In- 
spector to place the animals accord- 
ingly. These men do not seem to 
realize that it is very difficult for a 
breeder to properly evaluate his own 
animals and unfortunately this is 
true regardless of how good judges 
they may be. 

Classification is undoubtedly doing 
much to improve the breed and if 
continued will probably lead to some 
form of Selective Registration. Can- 
ada has already adopted such a sys- 
tem. 

Classification is also having its ef- 
fect on our breeders who consciously 
or unconsciously are comparing their 
animals with the True Type and 
thereby improving their herd by 
weeding out the inferior animals. 


That is undoubtedly the reason why 
there is a decrease in the numbers 
of ‘‘Fairs’’ and ‘‘Poors.”’ 

Above all, classification is particu- 
larly important to the small breeder 
who is after all the most vital force 
in the dairy industry.

There is no more effective combin- 
ation than money and management, 
ig you want to get a good job done 
cuickly. Almust overnight, the old 
Helengeorge Farms at Strongsville, 
Ohio, have jumped into the front 
ranks of the nation’s new herds be- 
cause of the keen interest and fi- 
nancial backing of their new owner, 
Mr. L. E. Butzman, and the man- 
agerial ability of their old manager, 
Mr. G. A. Burdick, formerly of Laux- 
mont Farms. 

Mr. Butzman is the controlling 
owner of the Ohio Tool Co., makers 
of machine tools. During the war 
Otco won the ‘‘E”’ award for its con- 
siderable contribution to the nation’s 
war effort, during the course of which 
it expanded its plant facilities and 
operations several fold, to make 
over 100 different machines and ma- 
chine parts, as well as aircraft parts, 
small calibre cartridges and gun 
parts for the Canadian and U. &. 
armies. 

Mr. Butzman purchased Helen- 
george Farms in the name of the 
Ohio Tool Co., early in 1945, from 
Helen and George Frick, who had 
been more or less active in the pure- 
bred Holstein games for the past 


several years, as a sideline to Mr. 
Frick’s job as sales manager for a 
company making a special grade of

steel. The Fricks had acquired Mr. 
Burdick’s services as manager in the 
fall of 1943, and a good foundation 
herd was assembled, headed by Dun- 
loggin Gracious Master, a son of 
Woodmaster from Dunloggin La 
Grace, 886-lb. 4% daughter of The 
Laird of Dunloggin. When the 
Fricks decided to sell the farm and 
move to Pittsburgh, M. A. Gammino, 
owner of Broad Rock Farm, Peace 
Dale, R. I., who had just lost his 
noted herd sire, Dunloggin Fond 
Memory, came out and purchased 
“Gracious Master” along with several 
of his daughters. The herd was being 
more or less closed out when Mr. 
Butzman purchased the entire lay- 
cut, cattle and all, and with them, 
the services of Mr. Burdick. 
Foundations Laid 

Since that day last summer, Otco 
Farms has come yp into the major 
leagues. A new addition was com- 
pleted on the big, modern barn to 
provide tie stails for test cows, and 
another row of box stalls for calves 
and maternity pens. An adjacent 
farm was purchased to bring the 
tetal acreage above the 450 mark. 
There is now a total investment well 
into the six figures in the founda- 
tion Holstein herd of 100 head. Cat- 
tle were purchased last fall at the 
Pennsylvania State Sale, the Ban- 
croft Acres Dispersal, the Blue Rib- 
bon Sale, the December Earlville 
Sale and the All-Canadian Sale. From 
these five events Otco Farms emerged 
with 33 head of the top animals at 
a total investment of over $70,000.

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What Do We Know About Ketosis (Acetonemia) in Dairy Cattle?

Probably every reader of this 
article is familiar with the term, 
‘“‘milk fever” and many of you know 
that it is caused by a sudden decrease 
in the blood calcium at calving time. 
Many of you are also familiar with 
another ailment of cows called Ket- 
osis or acetonemia. For reasons to 
be explained later, the term ketosis 
is a more nearly correct term than 
acetonemia and will be used through- 
out the remainder of this article. 
Ketosis is an ailment which is often 
mistaken for milk fever but it is 
caused by a decrease in the amount 
of sugar in the blood rather than a 
decrease in blood calcium. 

Symptoms 

How can we tell whether a cow 
has milk fever or ketosis? The an- 
swer lies in a proper understanding 
of the symptoms, and the use of 
certain tests which can be applied to 
urine and blood. Milk fever ordi- 
narily occurs within a few hours after 
calving and the cow usually becomes 
partially paralyzed and lies with her 
head back on her flank. 

The cow suffering with ketosis, on 
the other hand, seldom exhibits 
symptoms until several-days to sev- 
eral weeks following freshening. 
The symptoms vary somewhat but 
usually include a lack of appetite, de- 
pressed appearance, loss in weight, 
and a decrease in milk production. 
Incoordination or general stiffness 
may also be observed and may even 
precede the other symptoms. Some- 
times the herdsman may not know 
that anything is wrong, until the cow 
is turned out some morning and is 
observed to stagger or weave slightly 
or walk with her head held in an 
abnormal position. In some cases 
the cow will be observed to stand 
with her nose pressed tightly against 
the manger. Less frequently cows 
with acetonemia exhibit a crazed 
appearance and have been observed 
to paw partitions, foam at the mouth 
and walk through barbed-wire fences. 
The author has even observed a cow 
with ketosis go completely blind for 
several days. The cow may lapse 
into a coma. A few fail to recover. 
These symptoms are believed to re- 
sult, primarily from the effect of a 
low blood sugar on the brain. The 
brain must obtain its energy from 
the burning of blood carbohydrate 
since it cannot burn fat or protein 
as can the other body tissues. Some 
of the symptoms are not unlike those 
which occur in humans suffering 
from a deficiency of blood sugar. 

A rather sweetish odor may be de- 
tected on the breath of the cow with 
ketosis due to the exhalation of ace- 
tone and frequently a foreign flavor 
is imparted to the milk. There is 
considerable variation in the ability 
of people to detect this odor and 
flavor. On one farm in which the 
owner had had considerable experi- 
ence with ketosis, the head of the 
family (the wife) was able to de- 
tect the flavor in the bulk of 8 cows 
in which only one had ketosis and 
before any symptoms of ketosis had 
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been observed. Experienced judges 
of milk, on the other hand, could not 
detect the off flavor. The farmer’s 
wife described the flavor as ‘“‘fever- 
ish.”” In more severe cases in which 
the milk is not mixed with that of 
other cows, the sweetish flavor of 
acetone can be detected readily by 
most people. 


Milk Fever Versus Ketosis 


Milk fever and ketosis, while ap- 
parently unrelated, have many things 
in common. Milk fever is brought 
on by the sudden and relatively large 
production of milk at calving time. 
Considerable calcium is removed 
from the blood in the formation of 
this milk. For some unknown rea- 
son, the body cannot replace this 
calcium fast enough to maintain a 
normal level of calcium in the blood 
and as a result the cow collapses. 
Under normal conditions, calcium 
which is stored chiefly in the bones, 
will pour into the blood stream and 
replenish the blood supply. Feed- 
ing additional calcium before ealv- 
ing will not prevent milk fever. 
Neither will calcium in the feed in- 
crease the blood calcium of the cow 
suffering from milk fever. 


As most “old timers” know, milk 
fever can be cured by pumping air 
into the udder. This builds up suf- 
ficient pressure within the udder to 
retard milk secretion and slow up 
the passage of calcium into the 
milk. However, it has been found 
that the cow will recover more 
quickly and safely by injecting some 
form of soluble calcium, usually cal- 
cium gluconate, directly into the 
venous blood. 


The picture is somewhat similar 
in the development of ketosis except 
that in this case blood sugar is in- 
velved instead of calcium. After 
freshening, the amount of blood 
sugar removed by the udder in- 
creases many fold for the produc- 
tion of milk. Ketosis develops when 
the body cannot replace the sugar 
as fast as it is removed from the 
blood. We have found that the de- 
crease in blood sugar is paralleled 
by and probably caused by a de- 
crease in the amount of “animal 
starch” or glycogen which is stored 
principally in the liver. This “animal 
starch” acts as a reservoir to replace 
the sugar in the blood as it is used 
up and must he replaced within a 
short time after it has been con- 
verted to blood sugar. Under normal 
conditions, food starches are used by 
the body to replenish the ‘animal 
starch” in the liver. Ketosis devel- 
ops when the liver is unable to re- 
plenish its supply of glycogen or 
“animal starch” as fast as it is con- 
verted into blood sugar. When this 
happens, the blood sugar decreases. 

The liver attempts to compensate 
for the lack of glycogen by using 
fat. In the process certain sub- 
stances, called acetone bodies or ke- 
tones, are formed which pass into the 
blood. The terms, acetonemia and 
ketosis, are derived from the pres- 


ence of these acid-like subs 
in the blood and urine. 

Acetonemia by definition means an 
excess of acetone bodies in the bloog 
Ketosis, meaning an excess of ke. 
tones in both blood and urine, is prop. 
ably more nearly correct since large 
amounts of ketones are present jp 
both the blood and urine of the cow 
suffering from this ailment. The 
term, ketosis, has been used to 
describe a similar condition in humans 
and in small animals for many years 
prior to the recognition of ketosis 
in ruminants. 

Acetone bodies or ketones appear 
to serve a useful purpose especially 
in the earlier stages of ketosis as 
they provide energy to practically alj 
of the body tissues with the excep. 
tion of the brain. For example, we 
have found that practically all of the 
energy for the formation of milk, by 
the cow suffering with ketosis, is de- 
rived from the burning of these sub- 
stances. Even in the normal cow, 
enough of «these substances are 
formed in the body and used by the 
udder to supply approximately 40 
per cent of the energy for milk for, 
mation . In later stages of ketosis, 
the blood ketones tend to produce 
an acidosis and are therefore harm- 
ful when the ailment continues for 
some time.

Occurrence 


Ketosis is an ailment which occurs 
most frequently in high producing 
cows in late winter and early spring. 
Generally, these cows are in good 
condition at calving time and often- 
times are, in fact, very fat. After 
the cows have been turned out, to 
graze on pasture grass for a week 
or so, the number of cases occurring 
are usually much less than in late 
winter. In one area in which the 
author was cooperating with the local 
veterinarian, from two to five cases 
daily had been observed for several 
weeks, Most of the cows in that area 
were turned out to pasture within 
a period of one week. The cases of 
ketosis decreased dramatically and 
only three or four were observed 
within the following six weeks. 
Whether this was due to some neces- 
sary nutrient which was being sup- 
plied by the grass or merely to al 
increased feed intake due to the pal- 
atability of the grass is not known. 
Ketosis has been observed in cows 
on good grass pasture, however, 90 
that under certain conditions, at 
least, pasture grazing does not pre 
vent the occurrence of this condi- 
tion. 


Blood Picture 
In order to obtain more informa- 


tion on ketosis, studies were con- 
ducted in herds where numerous 
cases had been reported. Blood 


samples were drawn from cows at 
frequent intervals for several weeks 
before freshening and for several 
weeks afterwards. A number of the 
cows developed ketosis while this 
work was in progress. As a result, 
we succeeded in obtaining, for the 
first time, the blood sugar and We 
tone picture during the actual devel- 
opment of ketosis under farm com- 
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ditions. The data on the first cow 
to develop ketosis after calving dur- 
ing this study are presented graph- 
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ically in Figure 1. As will be noted, 
the blood sugar did not fall appreci- 
ally below the normal of 40 mg. per 
100ce until after calving when it 
showed a gradual but definite de- 
crease, At the same time the blood 
ketones increased. It was not until 
the ninth day after calving, when 
the blood sugar had fallen to a very 
low level, that the first symptoms 
were observed. This is undoubtedly 
typical of many cases occurring un- 
der farm conditions although some 
develop more rapidly and others de- 
velop over a longer period of time. 

In one of the herds which was un- 
der observation, several cows devel- 
oped a mild ketosis without exhibit- 
ing any symptoms. These cows lost 
weight rapidly and did not produce 
as well as was expected. Each year 
there are a relatively large number 
of cases of ketosis of sufficient se- 
verity to require the services of a 
veterinarian. It is quite probable 
that there are many more cases of 
lesser severity which go undetected. 
Many cows which are not just right 
after calving or which produce much 
less than is expected on the basis of 
their condition at calving and past 
performance may in reality have had 
ketosis of insufficient severity to be 
detected. 
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Producing Acetonemia Experi- 
mentally 


Early in the course of our work, 


We became aware of the fact that 
the amount of feed consumed by the 
coW was an important factor in the 
development of ketosis. Since the 
condition usually develops a short 
Ume after calving, this was-the par- 
“cular period which was selected 
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for our studies. In figure 2 is shown 
the data on what we believe to be 
the first experimental production of 
true physiological ketosis as it oc- 
curs on the farm. That is, the con- 
dition was produced within a short 
time following calving and the blood 
picture paralleled very closely that 
observed in the development of this 
ailment, as we have observed it, in 
farm herds. 

In the experimental production of 
this case of ketosis the feed intake 
was maintained considerably above 
requirements during the dry period 
until 10 days before calving when it 
was cut to 60 per cent of require- 
ments. Following ealving the feed 
intake was cut still further and main- 
tained at a level varying between 32 
to 50 per cent of the actual require- 
ments of the cow. In terms of pounds 
of feed, the cow received 6 pounds 
of hay and 2 pounds of grain for the 
10 days preceding calving and 6 to 
10 pounds of hay and seven pounds 
of grain until 14 days after calving. 
In Figure 2 the upper line shows 
how much the feed intake (total di- 
gestible nutrients) was cut in pro- 
portion to requirements. The bottom 
two lines show the changes which 
took place in the blood sugar and 
acetone bodies or ketones. The blood 
sugar had decreased to a little less 
than half of normal by the four- 
teenth day after calving and the 
ketones had increased more than 
ten times the normal value. At this 
time, the feed intake was stepped 
up first to 80 and then to 100 per 
cent of requirements. The blood 
picture returned to normal within a 
few days. The cow became very leth- 
argic and was eating listlessly at 
the height of the ketosis and would 
undoubtedly have shown more severe 
symptoms if the feed intake had not 
been increased. The same experi- 
ment was repeated on a number of 
cows with similar results. 


A restrieted feed intake before or 
after calving or both is probably only 
one of the factors which will produce 
or contribute to the production of 
ketosis in dairy cows. It may not 
even be the most important factor. 
We have observed cases of ketosis in 
the field which were apparently due 
to fasting and have been able to cure 
a few of these by an increase in 
feed consumption alone. Sometimes 
this was accomplished by altering 
the ration until something was found 
which the cow would eat. More fre- 
quently, however, the case had pro- 
gressed to the point where other 
measures were required. Other cases 
have been observed where it was 
difficult to ascribe the ailment to a 
limited feed intake. 

Many Claims 

Some have claimed that the con- 
dition is due to a deficiency of vita- 
min A in the feed. However, in 
rather extensive experiments we 
have failed to find a single case of 
ketosis in which either the blood 
plasma carotene or vitamin A was 
low. In addition, we administered 
massive doses of vitamin A without 
any beneficial effect, giving as much 
as four million units of vitamin A 
per day. Claims have also been made 
that the ailment could be cured with 
thiamine (vitamin B1}. In our stud- 


ies, massive doses of this and other 
B vitamins were administered both 
intravenously and orally without 
any apparent beneficial effect. Like- 
wise methionine, an essential amino 
acid of aid in preventing ketosis in 


small animals, was not beneficial 
when administered intravenously 
and orally. A certain percentage of 


the cases of ketosis recovered spon- 
taneously without treatment. It is 
probable that many of the claims 
that certain substances are effective 
in the treatment of ketosis are due 
to such recoveries. Most of these 
claims appear to be made on the 
basis of either too few data or incor- 
rect and incomplete diagnosis and 
possibly inadequate chemical tech- 
niques. 


Dextrose Best Treatment 


The best treatment to date is the 
injection of dextrose directly into the 
venous blood supplemented by the 
feeding of some form of soluble sugar 
such as molasses or corn sugar. Se- 
vere cases may require several in- 
jections. Ketosis is frequently mis- 
taken for milk fever not only because 
the symptoms are somewhat similar 
but because calcium gluconate, 
which is used for the treatment of 
milk fever, contains sufficient glu- 
cose (dextrose) to produce a bene- 
ficial response in a cow suffering 
from acetonemia, especially if the 
case is not too severe, Ordinarily 
much more dextrose is needed for 
the efficient treatment of ketosis. 
When it is difficult to diagnose the 
case or when ketosis and milk fever 
are both believed to be involved, it 
is wise te inject calcium gluconate 
followed by a straight dextrose solu- 
tion. 


The blood chemistry data on a case 
in which it would have been difficult 
on the basis of the symptoms and the 
qualitative test on the urine, to as- 
certain whether milk fever of ke- 
tosis or both were involved, is pre- 
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sented in Figure 3. Blood samples 
were drawn from this cow before, 
and after calving and analyzed for 
sugar, acetone bodies and calcium. 
It therefore represents another case 
wherein the blood picture was ob- 
tained during the development of 
ketosis under farm conditions. Of 
particular interest is the fact that 
the cow was very unstable within 
12 hours after calving and was ob- 
served to fall down several times 
within a short period of time. At 
first, it was thought that it was milk 
fever as the blood sugar had been 
normal up to calving time and was 
quite high right after calving, which

The dispersal on April 15 of the 
Riverside herd, established over 40 
years ago by the late Judge O. U.

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Rosni Herd Makes Holsteins History 


By Allen N. Crissey 


This is the story of how Frank s. | 
Walker, Rosni Farms, Orange, Vir- 
ginia, successfully developed the arts 
of agricultural jeadership and farm- 
ing so dear to the hearts of his illus- 
trious forbears. It is a Saga of the 
soil; a reminder that the mind of 
man, through scientific methods and 
sound management, can do more 
than make a living on the land. 


One hundred and twenty-five years 
ago the 800 acres in the two adjoin- 
ing plantations, now known as Rosni 
Farms, were Dart of the estate of 
James Madison, father of President 
Madison, Then in 1823 came John 
§, Walker, Frank’s grandfather, who 
was a stern gentleman of English 
descent. He was an agriculturist of 
note, having become independent 
through good management and the 
dint of hard work. He was consid- 
ered a progressive farmer, yet the 
knowledge of soils science in those 
days was limited. When Frank’s 
father, Robert Stringfellow Walker, 
took possession, the land was show- 
ine the effect of having been ‘‘used”’ 
for two generations. 

Robert Stringfellow Walker reared 
a family of six. His English instinct 
for education caused him to employ 
a private tutor for the children, there 
being no schools in the vicinity. Fi- 
nally, some neighbors sent their chil- 
dren to the Walkers’ for tutoring, 
and as time passed increasing num- 
bers of farmers did likewise. From 
this modest beginning there devel- 
oped what is now Woodbury Forest 
School, a high ranking preparatory 
school for boys. 

How the Soil Was Built Up 

With this preparatory education, 
Frank attended Virginia’ Polytechnic 
Institute at Blacksburg and gradu- 
ated in 1905. In 1906 he purchased 
a bull from V.P.I, and in 1907, six 
registered Holstein heifers were ac- 
quired as the foundation for a pure- 
bred herd. Some alfalfa was planted, 
the first ever grown on Rosni Farms. 
Since then he has never been without 
either, although his first planting of 
alfalfa nearly failed, having been 
planted on a field where the soil type 
and fertility were unsatisfactory for 
this crop. 

When I complimented Mr. Walker 
on his success as a farmer and breed- 
er he declared, ‘“‘First you’ve got to 
fertilize and build up the soil so it 
Will produce pasture, hay and grains 
in abundance. Then you’ve got to 
keep on fertilizing it or it will go 
backward.” 

Whereas Mr. Walker’s predecessors 
mined the soil through years of crop 
farming and beef cattle grazing with 
little or no fertilization, the system 
since 1906 has emphasized soil build- 
mg. Robert Stringfellow Walker ap- 
blied some Peruvian Guana (import- 
ed bird manure) to his corn land, 
otherwis little consideration was 
given to this important essential in 
making farm profitable. When 
Frank Walker graduated from V.P.I. 
he knew that acid land must be neu- 
tralized by the application of lime. 


Old wornout fields sometimes require 
two tons per acre. He began im- 
mediately a program of liming and 
fertilization at Rosni Farms. His 
pasture and hay fields are still treat- 
ed annually with phosphate and pot- 
ash, or with some cow manure to 
keep them in the high state of fer- 
tility necessary to maintain econom- 
ically two herds of milking cows and 
young stock totalling 220 head. The 
pasture grasses now consist of blue 
grass, white clover and lespedeza in 
abundance. 


Hay crops are chiefly alfalfa and 
lespedeza. The alfalfa is cut three 
times annually and 300 pounds of 
fertilizer per acre are applied each 
year. Realizing the advantage of 
high quality hay, the forced ventila- 
tion system of drying hay in the 
barn has been adopted. 


How the Herd Is Handled 


The two Rosni milking herds con- 
tain 125 cows. In addition, there are 
64 in the herd at his Woodbury For- 
est School. They are registered Hol- 
steins. After 38 years of experience, 
Frank Walker will tell you that the 
most profitable plan of herd manage- 
ment is to grow all of your hay and 
most of your grain feed, provide 
large quantities of high quality 
roughage (weather permitting), and 
feed it in abundance. ‘Raise all of 
your cattle replacements, Feed a 
16 per cent ration of home-grown 
grains.” 

Mr. Walker raises barley, wheat, 
oats and corn sufficient for all needs 
and purchases just enough cotton- 


seed and soybean meal to balance 
the ration at 16 per cent. ‘Maintain 
competent men in the cowbarn,” he 
says. ‘“‘Post a constant watch for 
the appearance of either mastitis or 
Bang’s and act promptly.””’ The 220 
head at Rosni Farms are fully certi- 
fied free of Bang’s. ‘‘Feed for nor- 
mal good condition of flesh and pro- 
duction. Do not force your cows for 
extra high production.” 
Mr. Walker As A Breeder 

“It takes a lot of thinking and 
planning, and you can’t sell your best 
ones if you want to be a real breed- 
er,’”’ he advised. 

These are the sentiments that have 
helped him develop one of the best 
uddered herds in the Eastern United 
States. 

In 1922, shortly after Julius 
Schmid of New York had paid $20,- 
000 for the famous bull, Ormsby Sen- 
sation, he journeyed to Virginia, hop- 
ing to acquire from Mr. Walker a 
group of the daughters of the bull, 
Homestead Superb Vale, This was 
a bull that Mr. Walker had pur- 
chased from W. A. Matteson of Utica, 
New York, and had received national 
publicity when his first six daughters 
in the Rosni herd averaged 704 
pounds of butterfat and 17,092 
pounds of milk. In those days Mr. 
Walker forced his cows for great pro- 
duction which he now advises 
against. 

Today, Mr. Walker congratulates 
himself for having refused Mr. 
Schmid’s offer of $1,500 each for 
those animals. He would have lost 
the germ plasm of a great herd. The 
descendants of those Superb Vale 
daughters sired by his bulls of V.P.I. 
breeding comprise the large Rosni

The Herdsman’s Corner was featured in the World 
from 1939 to 1942, and proved to be about the most 
popular editorial feature ever carried by the World. War 
conditions in 1942, made it seem like an imposition to 
encroach on the time of these busy men, and the Depart- 
ment was suspended. Representative selections were re- 
printed in book form as an added section in the new 
edition of Mark Keeney’s COWPHILOSOPHY — and 
have proved a popular addition to the “Best Seller’’. 


We are now ready to go again with a strong commit- 
tee, containing many of the old members and some new 
ones. The full list will be announced shortly. They rep- 
resent a wide range of territory and herd management 
conditions. 

Questions Wanted for Discussion 

We would like the suggestions of our readers regard- 
ing questions for discussion by the Advisory Committee 
which would be most helpful to breeders. Questions 
should be specific — and permit of concise answers from 
the committeemen, based on their own experience, rather 
than general opinions. 


DHIA Committee Report 


In this issue we present a preliminary statement on 
the study now in progress on the subject of DHIA policy 
for the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. The 
Committee recognizes that this limited approach pro- 
posed is by no means a broad and final answer to the 
problem. It is, however, a start that seems to us to hold 
some promise. In a program as big as this, and involving 
so many breeders and so many cows, it is probably pref- 
erable to feel our way rather carefully. 

The two alternative first steps now being considered 
are: 


(1)—To offer to herds entering HIR the opportuunity to submit 
their completed DHIA test books for as many years back 
as they might wish, for the listing and publication in the 
Green Book of all lactation records, at a reasonable fee per 
lactation. The records would be checked in the office for 
arithmetical accuracy of the computations, or for obvious 
abnormalities. 

OR— 

(2)—To submit in a similar manner the DHIA test books cover- 
ing the complete performance of the daughters of named 
sires. The latter procedure would have the merit of con- 
firming the information to data of greater present signifi- 
cance to the breeder, and with less cluttering of the books 
with unrelated records, and less expense all around. 


These procedures present less problems of super- 
vision, because they cover records already completed and 
would all be continued in future under regular HIR rules. 


This procedure would make HIR testing much more 
useful to breeders who have built up a background of 
years of testing in DHIA, because it would bridge the 
gap. At present, the change-over is almost like starting 
all over again. 


Several suggestions of much interest have been made 
by World readers as to means of improving DHIA rec- 
ords to permit using them basically in place of the Herd 
Test. Such a fundamental change in testing policy, how- 
ever, should be very carefully considered before any ac- 
tion is taken. As a breed we have a good deal of money 
invested in the Herd Test. We have a system that has 
appealed to a very progressive type of breeder. We must 
be sure we have something that will really work before 
we discard what we now have. 
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We shall welcome further discussion through the 
World Round Table. 


The Changing Picture 


Strange as it may seem, all hands were worried but 
a few short months ago about how we could ever keep 
from drowning in the anticipated “spring flush” of milk 
Various and sundry schemes were advanced for avoiding 
this disaster of over-production. Production quotas op 
milk were reduced; subsidies were earmarked for dis. 
continuance upon expiration. 

All of a sudden, we realize that there is famine 
abroad; that America has an obligation to do something 
about it; that our officials have complacently permitted 
America to fall down disgracefully on its food com- 
mittments. 

Instead of worrying about how we can ever market 
our surpluses, we are being asked to tighten our belts 
a notch; and now it appears we will have to be favored 
with another good growing season to avoid real disaster 
on the whole food front next fall and winter. 


Obviously we shall have to try to produce more milk 
with less cows. Feed grain stocks are properly but be- 
latedly being diverted to human needs in the war-ravaged 
iands to take them through to the next harvest, Premi- 
ums are being paid to get this grain out of owner’s stor- 
age; fattening of prime steers and heavy hogs is ruled 
out. The domestic supply is being further stretched by 
the ‘‘dark-bread’’ milling order — which leaves less mill 
by-products for animal feeding. 

Authorities are agreed that our feed supply will go 
farther in milk production through a smaller number of 
good cows adequately fed. Holstein breeders will sub- 
scribe to that. 


However, dairymen are not going to be in a position 
for maximum production this fall if they permit their 
cows to slacken off this spring and summer. It isn’t 
just a question of opening another sprigot. For that rea- 
son it is unfortunate that a more realistic dairy policy 
is not forthcoming from Washington. May and June 
milk prices, heralded as an increase, are in that category 
only when compared with the corresponding months of 
last year. They actually represent a decrease from winter 
prices, and that isn’t the way to get maximum produc- 
tion. 

In addition to the decrease in the subsidy, war-time 
rules were reinstated relative to use of butterfat. Heavy 
cream sales are again barred, and limitations placed on 
amount of butterfat to be used in ice cream. This ap- 
parently was aimed to force more butterfat into butter 
channels — a very desirable objective if a sensible ceil- 
ing were placed on butter. At the present ceiling it 
amounts to a very substantial roll-back in price to the 
producer. In some markets it is estimated this might 
amount to as much as $1.00 a hundred in decreased re 
turns to the producers. 

This has all the ear marks of bungling, the effect of 
which may not be fully appreciated until the squeeze 
comes next fall. 

Our dairymen’s organizations are placing the facts 
squarely before the Washington authorities. Production 
must be encouraged, not throttled. 

(As we go to press we learn that a price hearing i 
the New York Market has been set for May 14).

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The Cover 


Our cover illustration this week is a cow that is very 
well-known in the middle west — De Kol Lady Rag Apple 
1730591 — in the herd at Mooseheart Farms, Moose- 
heart, Ill. The picture, however, is a new one, taken last 
winter at the time of her freshening in 12-year-old form. 


Few cows of her age have been able to produce as 
she has, year after year, and come through with an udder 
$0 perfectly held up. Her credits for her last five lacta- 
Hons are 4093.2 Ibs. fat, 114,737 Ibs. milk. Her highest 
record, in g-year-old form in Herd Test, is 893.5 lbs. fat, 
on 3X milking. She certainly looks the part of her of- 
ficial type rating of Excellent. 

The pedigree of De Kol Lady Rag Apple is especially 
interesting. Bred by Herbert LePien, Hartford, Wis. 
(breeder of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst), she is closely 
related to that great sire through several lines. Her sire, 
Rag Apple De Kol Star, is sired by a son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, and his dam is out of a sister of Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst. Her own dam is sired by a son of Jo- 
hanna Rag Apple Pabst, and out of a daughter of Pabst 
Korndyke Star (sire of J RA P). 

She is passing on her own greatness. Pabst-Knutsen 
formerly had a daughter of De Kol Lady Rag Apple. 
She has left them two daughters that are today among 
the best things in that sensational herd where it takes 
a real one even to hold a place. Two of her sons are in 
service at Mooseheart. One is sired by Dunloggin Golden 
Cross (secured by artificial breeding) and the other is 
by Lauxmont Admiral Superdella.’ Her last calf also is 
a son and he is sired by Dunloggin Lochinvar Prince, 
the sensational young herd sire at Elmwood. 

Mooseheart is certainly breeding on a sound founda- 
tion of production, type, longevity and proven trans- 
mitter ability, in concentrating the blood of De Kol Lady 
Rag Apple in their breeding program. 


M. D. Munn 


Marcus D. Munn, 88, founder and President-Emeritus 
of the National Dairy Council, died in a Chicago Hospital, 
April 9, after an extended illness. Born in Connecticut 
and a graduate of Yale, he established a very successfu 
law practise at St. Paul, Minn. Here he developed an 
outstanding herd of Jersey cattle and served as President 
of the American Jersey Cattle Club 1915-1926. Undoub- 
etly his greatest contribution to the welfare of the dairy 
industry was through his activity in founding and devel- 
oping the National Dairy Council. Serving as its Presi- 
dent and Executive Head from the time of its establish- 
ment in 1918 until his retirement as President-Emeritus 
in 1936. The esteem in which this organization is held 
today is a monument to his vision, wise council and ener- 
getic administration.

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SIX-POINT PROGRAM FOR FAM- 
INE RELIEF ANNOUNCED BY 
SECRETARY ANDERSON 





Secretary of Agriculture Clinton P. 
Anderson, Friday night, April 19, an- 
nounced six actions designed to speed 
up and increase shipments of food 
grains urgently needed to avert fam- 
ine abroad. ‘‘These measures’’, he 
said, “are taken after consultation 
with the Governments of Canada and 
the United Kingdom, in which it was 
indicated that they would work with 
this nation toward the two common 
Objectives of increasing total relief 
shipments of grain promptly and giv- 
ing priority to areas abroad most 
urgently in need of special aid.” 

The six measures follow: 


1. Millers are required to reduce 
their production of flour for domestic 
consumption to 75 percent of the 
quantity distributed domestically in 
the corresponding months of 1945, 
under an amendment to War Food 
Order 144. In addition to making. 
more wheat available for export, the 
order is designed to bring about more 
equitable distribution of wheat 
among millers. Wheat milled in 
excess of that permitted for domestic 
distribution is to be made available 
for famine relief shipment. This or- 
der was effective at 12:01 A. M., to- 
day and will cover the period through 
June 30, 1946. 


2. Under the amendment to War 
Food Order 144, and effective on the 
Same date, food manufacturers are 
required to limit the use of wheat 
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in the manufacture of products for 
domestic human consumption to 75 
percent of the quantity used in the 
corresponding months of 1945. 


3. Effective May 1 millers and food 
manufacturers are limited to 21 days 
inventory of wheat. After that date 
no miller or food manufacturer may 
use wheat unless quantities of wheat 
or flour equivalent in excess of this 
amount are offered to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation for export. 

4. The Department of Agriculture 

is offering a bonus of 3 cents a bushel 
on wheat delivered under the certifi- 
cate plan by May 25. To be eligible 
for this bonus a producer must select 
a date for payment between the date 
of delivery and June 15. The wheat 
certificate plan, for normal operation 
without consideration of the bonus 
provision, permits immediate delivery 
of wheat by the producer with the 
privilege of selecting any date for 
payment between the date of deliv- 
ery and March 31, 1947. 
5. The Department of Agriculture 
will buy 5 million bushels of corn 
from producers, for which they will 
be paid a bonus of 30 cents a bushel 
above the market price on the date 
of delivery for corn sold to the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. Corn will 
be purchased through normal trade 
channels, with the local elevator act- 
ing as purchasing agent for the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. 

6. The Department of Agriculture 
is offering to buy an _ unlimited 
amount of oatmeal from millers in 
the United States to make available 
additional food for relief purposes. 


Whole oats also will be purchased for 
relief shipment. 

“These measures,’ Secretary An- 
derson said, “have been taken only 
out of dire necessity to meet urgent 
relief needs. We are faced with a 
situation in which every additional 
bushel of grain that can be saved in 
this country will save additional lives 
abroad. 

“These measures are not a sub- 
stitute for voluntary conservation ef- 
forts. They will help to reach our 
objectives but there will be continued 
need for every bit of saving that can 
be accomplished by every person in 
this country, especially savings of 
cereal grains and grain products. 
We expect to accomplish two results 
with the wheat and corn bonus pay- 
ments — to make more grain avail- 
able for food purposes immediately 
and to encourage the farmers in the 
surplus corn producing states to mar- 
ket more corn and stop feeding live- 
stock to heavy weights. 

“The program for the purchase of 
oatmeal and whole oats will help to 
increase food supplies for the hungry 
nations abroad. This country has a 
record supply of oats. Nations re- 
ceiving relief supplies will use more 
oatmeal and oats in order to stretch 
the wheat supply.

I’m as mad as a fightin’ cock at OPA 
and have concluded that we must unite 
and fight to protect our rights. I’m in- 
vitin’ you folks in Tomcat Hollow to come 
down an’ help us. 

Here’s my platform. Continuation of 
Price Ceilings on a Reformed Basis and 
Elimination of Subsidies with Equal Rights 
for All Groups. 

The trouble’s at the top, Cyrus. Down 
‘in Washington they don’t take honest ad- 

vice from business men and they don’t 
treat all groups alike. 

I wanted to laugh but I was so mad I boiled when I 
read OPA had said there would be plenty of milk and 
butter for ev’ryone within two months. They had just 
improved the farmer’s position about 5% by changing 
the Summer Subsidy. While herds are being dispersed 
an’ a milk famine looms, they give us only a nickel to 
kid us farmers along! Do they think we don’t keep 
books and don’t know our own business? Do they think 
we can’t read and don’t know that labor an’ feed costs 
are high as a kite? 

Now the laboring man (God bless him—I mean it) 
is receiving the highest wages in history. ‘“‘The 600 mil- 
lion dollar food subsidy is for the purpose of keeping 
prices down”, says OPA. That program, I claim, in- 
creases inflation because it leaves the public with that 
much more spending money. It burns their pockets and 
they are buying Black Market meat an’ all kinds of 
searce articles with it at inflated prices. 

I overheard a stranger tellin’ how he paid $3.00 for a 
pair of nylons, sold them to his boss for $5.00, Who in 
turn traded them to the grocer for 5 lbs. of butter. What 
the grocer traded them for he may have considered no- 
body’s business but his own. OPA even tells the public 
which items will be scarce, so we will know which ones 
to hoard. 


While the world starves, OPA policy seems to be: 
“Keep farmers’ profits down so they will produce less an’ 
give the public more with which to buy less, talk against 
inflation so things will inflate, don’t take advice from 
experience men, don’t shout an’ don’t topple Truman off 
the fence’’. 

Well, he’d better clean up the OPA or we'll tear the 
fence down. 

A State College Dairy Specialist tells me that feed- 
stuffs have increased the cost of producing milk $2.16 
per hundred pounds since 1942, in return for which we 
receive the puny subsidy in place of the proper price in- 
crease. Milk receipts for March in the largest milk plant 
were 16% less than for March lest year. A milk famine 
in the fall is expected by everyone except OPA. 

Now OPA says, “Maintain the status quo’’, an’ if 
I’m not mistaken, that’s a Latin phrase meaning, “The 
dam mess we’re in’. We’ve got to fight for the right, 
Cyrus, an’ fight hard. Tell it to ev’ry farmer you meet 
an’ be sure to attend the big protest meetin’ Saturday 
night. Be sure.

sons, in spite of the invitation to name them which our 
Association published in the January 19 issue of the 
World”’. 


Our sincere congratulations to Mr. Hinckley for his 
recent acquisition of a son of Carnation Governor Inka 
Veeman, who so favorably compares with one of the 
great bulls of the breed: General Rag Apple Posch.

N. Y. DHIA SUGGESTION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Why can’t DHIA standards be raised to make them 
equally acceptable with HIR records? I think they 
would need only three changes. 

1. A milk-out 12 hours previous to the test period. 
This would require half a day more on each farm and 
would cost from $3.00 to $5.00 a month, depending upon 
the size of the herd. 

2. Testers should vary their schedule so that the 
owner never knows when to expect him. 

38. Check tests should be run automatically if the 
regular test shows production in excess of a set standard 
for age and classification. 

If DHIA standards were raised in these three respects 
they would be better supervised than present HIR rec- 
ords. Perhaps the National Association could then find 
a means of publishing these records, dropping their HIR 
program and releasing their testers to do DHIA check 
testing, and herd testing in herds not served by a cow 
testing association. Though the cost of such additional 
supervision would be a bit higher, they would be more 
valuable because of it, and a much greater mass of Hol- 
stein information would be available for pedigree infor- 
mation.

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Twixt Waukesha and Watertown

The morning after the Waukesha 
Anniversary Sale, through the cour- 
tesy of Vid Vye, I found in my mail- 
box at the Avalon the keys to a 1946 
Ford sedan, gas tank filled, and rarin’ 
to go. Starting from Waukesha 
promptly at 8:00 A. M., with Bart 
Miller, we took a familiar road from 
Waukesha to Oconomowoc, via Pabst 
Farms, 


Our first call was at Pabst-Knut- 
son. Both Ernest and Elis were on 
the job in the barn as always. I 
thought they seemed just a bit de- 
pressed because of the absence of 
their ‘‘End-stall’’ heifer, Pabst Burke 
Lassie. They had sold her the day 
before at Waukesha for $7700. 
(Martin Buth purchaser), but it was 
easy to see that the heifer meant 
more than the money to these two 
dyed-in-the-wool cow men, 

They had picked her dam, unde- 
veloped, at a price of a few hundred 
dollars, from one of the Show Win- 
dow Sales—seeing something in her 
that the other ringside experts did 
not visualize. Under their care she 
had blossomed out to become a sen- 
sational Grand Champion at Wiscon- 
sin State Fair and a National Champ- 
ion in production, so that the name 
of Milkmaid Ollie Lassie was famil- 
iar to breeders everywhere. The 
daughter by “Burke,” born to the 
purple, had grown up into a queenly 
2-year-old and they were obviously 
envying Marty Buth the privilege of 
working with her—in spite of the 
$7700. 


Well, they still have some cattle at 
Pabst-Knutson. Starting with Lassie’s 
old stall at the end, are 7 daughters 
of Wisconsin Admiral Burke Lad 
which are as fine a group of 2-year- 
olds as we ever saw by one sire. Six 
are well along on year records that 
will average over 600 lbs. (3X milk- 
ing). They now have 21 milking 





cows in the herd, 8 of them with rec- 
ords above 800 lbs and the whole 
group averaging 770 lbs. It’s always 
a pleasure and an inspiration to look 
over this lovely small herd. 


Pabst Farms 


Up the road to the Pabst Farms. 
Waukesha Sale time is always a busy 
time here, as a big percentage of the 
out-of-state visitors plan to visit 
Pabst’s, This day was no exception— 
and Howard Clapp had to steal a lit- 
tle time between bull buyers to show 
us around for a quick once over of 
the more than 65 daughters of 
“Burke” in the herd. The milking 
herd at the No. 1 farm (all on A R 
test) was out in the yard for a little 
exercise, and it seemed that most of 
them were daughters of Burke. This 
large group of first and second calf 
heifers will not come too far from 
maintaining the record pace of those 
at Pabst-Knutson. They are a sight 
that cannot fail to give a thrill to 
every Holstein enthusiast. Thought 
is already being given to the selection 
of one or two get of sire groups that 
may be seen at Wisconsin State Fair 
and Waterloo this fall. 


In addition to the two older sons 
of Burke—Pabst Roamer and Pabst 
Regal— two younger sons are being 
reserved for service. In the office Mr. 
Pabst showed me a projected pedi- 
gree for 7 generations in which the 
each generation would carry 50% of 
the blood of Burke—the same as an 
own daughter or son. The actual mat- 
ings to produce this result are al- 
ready tentatively planned, History 
seems to be in the making here. 

Oosterhuis Farms 

At Oosterhuis Farms, we found 
Oostie on the job, and made a quick 
survey of this herd of line-bred 
Homesteads. Oostie took over the 
heart of the Baltz Hesly herd, and has

Checking in for awhile at the Wa- 
tertown Anniversary Sale, I stole 
some time out in the afternoon when 
Gene Halbach could get away, for a 
quick look at Clyman Farms, 6 miles 
from town. This is an up and coming 
establishment, with a fine modern 
dairy plant, and some good cattle. 
They made a herd average last year 
in DHIA of 11,590 lbs milk, 417.8 lbs 
fat on 56.4 cows, strictly 2X, which 
speaks volumes on their producing 
ability. 

A foundation group which is 
planned to be the nucleus of their 
breeding program consists of about 
a dozen daughters of Man-O-War 
Combine, an in-bred Man-O-War. 
They are hitting the ball in produc- 
tion and they certainly hit your eye 
for type. Gene is counting on a get 
of sire and a produce that the judge 
cannot pass over lightly. Several off- 
spring of these cows by an 886-lb son 
of Dunloggin Woodmaster are com- 
ing along with much promise. 


The herd sires now are Sir Sky- 
lark Ormsby Fobes Jack, a brother of 
Maytag’s Dictator bull, and Franlo 
Chip Snow Count, an 864-lb. son of 
Chip of Nettie and Aaggie. They hope 
to raise future herd sires from this 
group of ‘“‘Combine’’ daughters.

COMMITTEES 

Following the example set jp 
1945 by their neighboring State of 
Maine, New Hampshire Holstein 
breeders unanimously adopted an or- 
ganized plan for statewide contact of 
Holstein breeders at the annual 
meeting of the state club held March 
26 at Claremont. 

Maine Holstein breeders were the 
first in the nation to make use of 
such an organized plan for voluntary 
service to new and old breeders in 
1945. The success of such a plan 
is reflected in Maine’s leading posi- 
tion among the states in measure- 
ment of Holstein activity for the 
year 1945. 


Recognizing the value of personal 
service in stimulating Holstein inter. 
est among new and old breeders, New 
Hampshire breeders now become the 
second state in the nation to set up 
a formal organization to give assist- 
ance to breeders, as part of their 
state Holstein program. 


Other state and county Holstein 
groups could do well to follow the ex- 
ample set by these two New England 
states in an effort to stimuate ad- 
vancement and promotion of the 
breed.

VITAMINS IN HUMAN MILK 


Twenty-four hour samples of hu- 
man milk were analyzed for a num- 
ber of different vitamins. It was 
found that the women who received 
a special diet of high vitamin con- 
tent produced milk which was some- 
what higher in vitamins than was 
that produced by women on self- 
chosen diets. 

A comparison of the values for 
human milk with those obtained for 
cow’s milk revealed that the human 
milk was higher in ascorbic acid, 
niacin, and inositol. However, it was 
lower than cow’s milk in thiamine, 
riboflavin, pyridoxine, biotin, and 
pantothenic acid.—J. Am. Med. As- 
sociation, Vol. 13:215 (Jan.) 1946.

be normal so that milk fever 
gn out and the case was diag- 
nosed as uncomplicated ketosis, 

No treatment was given and as a 
result the plood sugar was only 12.4 
mg. per cent five days later. The 
normal value is above 40 még. per 
cent. The blood ketones increased 
rapidly during this period. Numer- 
ous dextrose injections were required 
to save the life of the cow. It is ob- 
yious that calcium gluconate, the 
material usually injected for milk 
fever, would not have provided 
enough sugar to have promoted rapid 
recovery. However, if the blood 
analyses had not been available to 
show that the cow had ketosis and 
not milk fever it would have been 
highly advisable to inject calcium 
gluconate first and then inject a 
more concentrated solution of sugar 
in the form of dextrose. 


Diagnostic Difficulties 


Ketosis is not always diagnosed 
correctly. It is important to make 
use of our knowledge of the signs 
and symptoms of ketosis as well as 
the urine qualitative test is making a 
diagnosis, The urine test by itself 
is not infallible because any ab- 
normality which throws the cow off 
feed such as mastitis and metritis, 
or just plain indigestion, will pro- 
duce an increased production of blood 
ketones which spill over into the 
urine and give a positive test. This 
type of ketosis should be differenti- 
ated from the irue physiological ke- 
tosis since the treatment indicated 
is entirely different. This differenti- 
ation is not always possible without 
making an analysis of the blood. 
The author has observed a number 
of cases in which the urine gave a 
strong positive test and yet the blood 
sugar was high, showing that some- 
thing other than ketosis was in- 
volved. Several such cases were 
found to be due to foot rot. To con- 
fuse the matter still further we do 
encounter true ketosis complicated 
by other abnormalities such as 
metritis and mastitis. These are not 
only the most difficult to diagnose 
but are also the most difficult to 
treat. Ordinarily the complicating 
ailment must be cleared up before 
the cow will respond to treatment 
for ketosis. 

Prevention 

Since ketosis is associated with a 
deficiency of carbohydrate in the 
body and can be cured by the ad- 
ministration of sugar, many have 
suggested that the condition is due 
to a lack of readily available carbo- 
hydrate in the diet. The data for 
Figure 1 were obtained from a cow 
which developed ketosis even though 
fed two pounds of molasses per day 
for over a month before calving. 
Ketosis also developed in several 
other cows in the same herd on a 
Similar diet, It appears, therefore, 
that adding molasses or sugar to the 
ration during the dry period will not 
Prevent ketosis. However, feeding 


molasses or some form of sugar for 
a few days before and for two or 
three weeks following freshening 
should help to prevent the condition, 
as this is the time when the body 
must make its greatest adjustment 
due to the suddenly increased de- 
mands for carbohydrate and other 
nutrients for milk secretion. 

In view of the fact that ketosis 
can be produced merely by limiting 
the feed intake during the critical 
period preceding and following calv- 
ing, it would appear advisable not 
to cut the feed intake too much prior 
to calving and to increase the feed 
intake rapidly following calving. How 
this can best be done is one of the 
objects of a series of investigations 
on ketosis now under way at the 
Maryland Agricultural Experiment 
Station. Having produced ketosis 
experimentally, we are now seeking 
to develop a system of feeding and 
management, including special ra- 
tions, which will enable dairymen to 
prevent this condition from occurring 
in their herds.

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HOUSE SMALL BUSINESS 
COMMITTEE REPORTS ON 
COOPERATIVES 


The position of farmer coopera- 
tives has been fully substantiated by 
the favorable report of the House 
Small Business Committee on the 
competitive relationships between 
cooperatives and other forms of 
business enterprise, John H. Davis, 
executive secretary of the National 
Council of Farmer Cooperatives, de- 
clared today. 

“In submitting the report to the 
House of Representatives on behalf 
of the Committee, Chairman Wright 
Patman pointed out that the Com- 
mittee found no evidence to support 
the accusation of cooperative oppo- 
nents that the cooperative movement 
seriously endangers other forms of 
business enterprise,’ said Davis. 

“This explodes the propaganda 
campaign of certain groups which 
for the past two years have tried 
unsuccessfully to drive a wedge be- 
tween farmers and other small busi- 
nessmen,” Davis stated. “Small 
businessmen have nothing to fear 
from cooperatives; both are an in- 
tegral part of the private enterprise 
system.” 


Davis was especially gratified by 
the conclusion of the Committee 


that, “there is substantial evidence 
to show that the cooperative move- 
ment operates as as a very success- 
ful means of combatting monopolis- 
tic concentrations and, as such, is 
a very healthy addition to the Amer- 
ican economy.” 

Culminating a full year’s investi- 
gation which included hearings both 
in Washington, D. C., and in other 
parts of the United States at which 
both cooperative leaders and their 
opponents testified, the report con- 
tains a detailed examination of 
charges that cooperatives enjoy tax 
exemption and other privileges not 
enjoyed by other forms of business. 

The report was given the unan- 
imous approval of all nine members 
of the Small Business Committee: 
Congressman Wright Patman, Texas, 
chairman, and Congressmen J. W. 
Robinson, Utah; Eugene J. Keogh, 
New York; Henry M. Jackson, 
Washington; Estes Kafauver, Tel- 
messee; Leonard W. Hall, New York; 
Walter C. Ploeser, Missouri; W. H. 
Stevenson, Wisconsin; and Eval 
Howell, Illinois.

Many county homes, hospitals and 
other public institutions maintain 
purebred Holstein herds to supply 
the milk for their patients. The

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EFFECT OF COCOA ON CALCIUM 
UTILIZATION 


Cocoa added to milk or ice cream 
in normal quantities apparently has 
no effect on the utilization of calcium 
by the adult human body. 

This was the conclusion reached 
from a series of experiments at the 
University of Illinois by Dr. H. H. 
Mitchell and Dr. Janice M. Smith. 
The data derived from these experi- 
ments, which were carried out both 
on human beings and on rats, re- 
vealed no deleterious effects on cal- 
cium metabolism among the human 
subjects. 

The research was initiated by the 
National Dairy Council after previ- 
ous animal experiments at Massa- 
chusetts State College had led re- 
search workers at that institution 
to believe that cocoa added to milk 
might interfere with the utilization 
of milk calcium by children. 

The Massachusetts research by 
Mueller and Cooney was carried out 
on rats, but was interpreted gener- 
ally as having an application to chill 
nutrition, The Illinois research was 
undertaken to check this interpreta- 
tion since chocolate is one the pub- 
lic’s favorite flavors and is used in 


fiavoring dairy products, especially 
milk and ice cream. 
Nutritionists quickly observed, 


however, that the Massachusetts ex- 
periments were conducted with cocoa 
in the ratio of 3.3 parts milk to 1 
part cocoa, whereas in chocolate milk 
ordinarily the ratio is 13 parts milk 
tu 1 part cocoa. 

Seven young women, ranging in 
age from 18 years to 22 years, vol- 
untered for the Illinois tests which 
extended over 51 experimental pe- 
riods of four days each. 

A medius priced American process 
brand for breakfast cocoa of the 
quality normally used in making 
dairy syrups for the manufacture of 
chocolate milk and chocolate ice 
cream was chosen for the tests. (The 
cocoa used by the Massachusetts in- 
vestigators was a low-grade, low- 
cost brand.) 

The cocoa was added to the diets 
in amounts ranging from approxi- 
mately two teaspoons to as much as 
12 teaspoons daily. It was incorpor- 
ated in milk alone, in ice cream, in 
cookies, in candy and in syrup. 

In addition, the Illinois group re- 
peated on rats the experiment con- 
ducted at Massachusetts State Col- 
lege, but extended it to include good 
grades of cocoa, one of the cocoas be- 
ing the brand used in the human 
tests. 


It has long been known that rats 
are incapable of utilizing calcium ox- 
alate. Calcium oxalate is an ex- 
tremely insoluble salt formed when 
oxalate acid in food unites with cal- 
cium. There is some evidence that 
this calcium salt may be utilized by 
human beings, however. 


Other experiments, notably those 
—with spinach — a food which con- 
tains enough ozalic acid to combine 
with all the calcium in the vegetable 
itself —- have proved that rats can- 
not utilize the calcium oxalate from 
this source. A number of experi- 
ments have indicated that human 
beings may be able to utilize the cal-

At the University of Tennessee 
Holstein Classification on March 8, 
1946, T. E. Elder, representing the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, Alton, New Hampshire 
made the following statement. “I 
doubt if I have ever classified an in- 
stitutional herd with quite so much 
outstanding merit and such a high 
general score as the herd at the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee.
